Public Hearing – Local Law #1, 2018, 2% Tax Cap 

Motion by Trustee Warmus and seconded by Trustee Daluisio, to leave the regular 

meeting and enter into the Public Hearing 7:35 pm.  Carried.   

 

A local law authorizing a property tax levy in excess of the limit established under 

General Municipal Law section 3-c by the Board of Trustees of the Village of Alden. 

 It is the intent of this local law to allow the Board of Trustees of the Village of 

Alden to adopt a budget for the fiscal year commencing June 1, 2018 that requires a real 
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property tax levy in excess of the “tax levy limit” as defined by General Municipal Law 

section 3-c.  

 The purpose of this local law is to provide flexibility for the Board of Trustees 

and to protect both the Village and the residents from any actions of the State of New 

York. 

The board is hoping to not exceed the tax cap, but need to protect themselves if they 

cannot stay under the cap.  They can repeal the local law if it is not necessary. 

There was no public comment.

1, 2018 utilizing Village Streets and to erect 2 signs in Firemen’s Memorial Bandstand 

Park from May 23 – June 1, 2018 to publicize their 5K race.  

On the question: Trustee Warmus would like to remind them to use non-permanent paint 

when marking the streets. Carried.

Manicki to execute the Engineering Services Agreement Amendment with GHD 

Consulting Services for design and construction services of the Wastewater Improvement

BUSINESS FROM FLOOR-   
Jeremy Ratajczyk – Alden Automotive, 13151 Broadway.  Ratajczyk is appearing before 

the board seeking assistance. According to Ratajczyk – the main his service connects to 

on Broadway is too shallow causing his line to freeze, leaving him with no water. He 

feels the main only being 3’-11” deep is against code, and it is a village problem. 

Mayor Manicki explained it is not the main, as no other pipes in the neighborhood are 

frozen including those to his immediate west and east.  The Mayor also reiterated the fact 

that customers are responsible for their service from the main forward.   

Superintendent Sitzman offered some options.  The main Ratajczyk is hooked into is at 

least 100 years old and is only a 6” main.  There is a possibility to hook into the 12” 

main which is 4 ½’ deep.  The DPW would even tap the line for his new service into the 

12” main. 

Ratajczyk would like to abandon the old line into the 6” main and go into the 12” main 

with a written guarantee from the village that his line would not freeze again. 
Mayor Manicki – would want old service taken out, as it may become a source of water leakage 
down the line.  “The Mayor did agree that the DPW would do the tap and be responsible for the 
portion of the service line at the water main, should the depth of it be required to be less than 
the 4’6” requirement, to meet the main tap. 

 

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES/DEPARTMENTS: 

CEO Czechowski – reviewed his yearly report – 114 building permits were issued for 

$10,535, 12 sign permits for $1,195, 26 violations 3 in court.   Building dept. activity 

comparison and 2017 violations summary.   

Superintendent Sitzman – WWTP final funding list, above eligible funding line, short 

term funding will go from 2% to 1%.  Hoping survey will bring it to 0% and save the 

village resident over $3million dollars over the next 30 years.  We also received a $1.66 

million dollar grant. The board thanked Keith and Terry for their efforts. 

Clerk Wachowiak – survey results 46.3% responded – great reply.  EFC hardship status 

will allow 0% financing and save the village and its residents $7,752,000 over the 30 year 

life of the ban. Thank you to the residents.  Mayor Manicki – just waiting for written 

confirmation.   

Mayor Manicki – sales tax is up 3.29% recently attended a meeting with Assemblyman 

Norris, for local government leaders. Winterfest is Feb. 2&3 with something for 

everyone.  Going to send Superintendent of Schools, Adam Stoltman information about 

NYCOM essay contest for 8th graders – If I were Mayor I would…..
